LONDON, Aug. 13.—The British Gov- 
ernment has issued a declaration for- 
mally recognizing the Czechoslovaks as 
an allied nation and the Czechoslovak 
armies as an allied force regularly wag- 
ing warfare against the Central Powers. 

These armies are fighting in Russia, 
France, and Italy. 

The declaration reads:

When the vessel 
reached this-port yesterday ten men and 
women severely ill and exhibiting all 
the symptoms . of the disease which 
caused the death of the other four were 
taken ashore for treatment. One of 
these patients, Mrs. Jensine Olsen, who

Norwegian. Hospital soon after she 
reached that institution. 

Whether. the. disease was the true 
Spanish influenza was not officially de- 
termined yesterday, but Dr. Edward G.

The torpedo 
missed \the bow by a narrow margin, 
and sped on for several yards, and then 
made a half circle and returned toward 
our ship, which it struck on the port 
side amidships, exploding with - terrific 
violence. Several of the,.watch on deck 
were knocked down by. the force of the 
explosion, and the cook was blown clean 
out of the galley. 

‘“‘I saw the Sommerstad would not 
be afloat long and/ ordered the crew 
to lower the two ats. The torpedo 
traveled toward the ship at a speed of 
forty miles an hour, and from the time 
it was sighted until it struck: the side 
there was no chance to avert disaster} 
by altering the course.

IN FRANCE, Aug. 13.—With the 
evidént desire to maintain their 
front along the Vesle,-perhaps more 
for propaganda purposes than stra- 
tegical reasons, the Germans yester- 
day launched two violent attacks 
against the Americans north of 
Fismes. One of these attacks met 
an attack which was being made by 
the Americans and bloody fighting 
followed. The net results of six 
hours of fighting leave the line 


just where it was before. One hun- 
dred and ninety-two dead Germans 
were counted in a smalf region 
where temporarily they forced their 
way into our front line. 

We launched an attack ofa local 
nature just before dawn. Our force 
had moved forward about a kilome- 
ter when at 5 o’clock they met a 
German attack in force which, as 
the artillery work gave evidence, 
had been prepared before. The two 
forces met, and before superior 
numbers we retired to where we 
started from. The Germans kept 
up their artillery work on a large 
scale until 10 o’clock, when they 
launched an attack of a violent na- 
ture against the line between the 
Bois du Diable and Fismette, using 
much gas and flame projectors. The 
Americans had got up _ reinforce- 
ments. -The German onset carried 
them a few hurred yards inside our 
line, but they were repulsed with 
considerable losses and we. main- 
tained our. lines intact.

Worried by Americans.

were evidently meeting with strong 
resistance.

It remains to speak of the road 
itself as it rose before me on the 
way to Roye. ' The rise is slight, for 
the whole of this region is almost a 
level plain, but it is sufficient to 
eonceal the town of Roye from sight 
and obviously commands the ap- 
proach to the place, which is in a 
shallow valley not far from the 
source of the Avre.

were here after the great German 
retreat last year tell me the wood 
is full of pits and quarries and tun- 
nels capable of concealing more than 
a brigade. 

It is strongly intrenched and forti- 
fied, being further protected by two 
‘strong redoubts or pill-boxes armed 
with machine guns.. 

This wood and its redoubts were 
instruments of destruction which 
checked the cavalry I saw advancing 
80 gallantly to attack the gentle 
slope last Satutday afternoon, ap- 
parently in the hope of cutting their 
way through Roye. 

They met with barbed wire, ma- 
chine guns, and shells along the low 
‘crest of the: ridge on both sides. of 
the road. They-charged-up the open 
Yoad itself, and the wood and re- 
doubts poured their fire upen them 
as they rode. -Looking straight up 
she hill road, I saw the ho 
their : 
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gallantly only two days ago. It has 
been a most gallant episode, and Z 
Wood is likely to. win a name: in 
cavalry history. — 

A Sergeant, who was near, tells | 
me the road was blown up by a 
gkround mine as they passed over, I 
saw no evidence of ‘that, but I hope 
to get further details from some of 
those who rode in the charge. 

‘I understand that last night the 
French attacked the wood’ with a 
small force of infantry until the 
enemy was squeezed, or shelled, or 
gassed out of it. Roye will not be 
under observation. from ‘this side. 
The bridges over the Somme at 
Epenancourt, Pargny, and Bethean- 
court, now under the fire of. 6-inch 
guns, stationed at the important 
junction of Chaulnes, have been un- 
der fire since “zero day,” last 
Thursday, and may be now: assumed 
to be utterly destroyed. : 

On the other hand the German 
resistance is certainly increasing: 
along the whole British front in this 
direction, as was naturally to be ex- 
pected. Hitherto he has been forced 
‘to repigt. the {advance chiefly with 
machine guns because‘ the British 
captured so much of his artillery, 
but he: now is bringing fresh bat- 
teries up to the line.

Captured ‘Secret Order Shows 
. Anxiety of High. Command 
Over Waning .Strength. 


ISSUED BEFORE. REVERSES 


Giieeis is Urged Retention of 
_ Spirit of Offensive as Essen- 
tlal to Victory. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 13, (Associated 
Press.)—A ¢apturéd énémy secret or- 
der signed ‘! Ludendorff,’’. lays. stress. 
on the necessity of economizing men. 
The ordér asserts that the two ele- 
ments essential to the future conduct 
of the war are to ‘‘ maintain every- 
where: our fighting strength and: the 
spirit of offensive.’’ 

The captured’ document was issued 
late in June, . since ‘which’ time ‘not: 
only have the German forces been 
materially whittled down by the al- 
lied armies, but, if the ‘‘ spirit of..of- 
fensive '’. still exists, it certainly. is 
hot amang the troops that have been 
fighting at the Somme and Marne 
Rivers. . 

*‘ It‘is essential,’’ says the order in 
beginning, ‘* that all commanders of 
whatever rank, as well’ as all troops, 
should be imbued with the idea that 
the war -cannot be won by a stubborn 
defense, but only’ by a-further succes- 
sion of vigorous attacks. These at- 
tacks, howeyer, cannot lead to victory 
unless we ‘adhere to and improve on} 
the methods of wartgre — in the 
recent offensives.’ 

The order goes .on to say that every- 
where, under the well- tried principles 
of the “ Manual of Infantry .Training 
in War,” and the additions: made by 
the high command, namely, von Hin- 
denburg. and Ludendorff, success had 
been gained at small cost. It cites as 
an example tne operations southwest 
of.Noyon fram June 9 onward. 

‘Must Avotd More Attacks. 

“Not only is,th¢re a probability of 
obtaining other successes by these 
methods, .but also-the situation in re- 
gard to reinforcements compels. us. to 
perfect them stl further,” the order 
continues. ©“ It is absolutely ‘essential 
that we, should avoid our:old fault of 
attacking in too dense formations, and 
‘we should reduce our casualties’ by 
every ‘possible: means. -The. necessity 
holds equally good for the defensjve 
fronts. » Thé divisions must do ‘their 
utmost -to. reduce casugities to. the 
absolute minimum by a distribution in 
depth ayd the creation of extended out- 
post zones. 

“ Notwithstanding, instructions,” the 
order points out,“ foo much attention 
still is paid to the possession of 
ground, the holding or refaking of por- 
tions of trenches, villages and woods, 
and to fighting for points whose only 
value is that of prestige. Now, more 
than. ever, divisions in the'line during 
hostile attacks, large or small, must, 
if possible, employ elastic avoidance 
even: on so-called unhealthy. fronts.” 

‘The.- order is frank in explaining 
that, because of the reduced German 
strength, it frequently will be impos- 
sible to hold continuous trench lines, 
and recommends instead thé creation 
of centres of resistance. . 

’ ‘The document warns commanders 
that, should the enemy obtain a foot-! & 
hold within the German lines, they 
muSt consider carefully. whether a 
cOunterattack is necessary or worth 
risking @ large number of lives. 

Another capturéd: order informs the 
German regiments that they must pro- 
vide, “their own defenses from -low- 
flying allied Aiipnels as the aren

Hutier Admits Food Shortage. 


The value that the Germans placed 
on groupd that they have lost is seen 
in a. captured order, signed by Gen- 
eral von Hutier, drawing attention to 
the difficulties in Germany’s economic 
situation, and calling on his troops 
to assist in affording all possible re- 
lief-in regard to food supplies. The 
order is dais.: before the, opening of 
the present offensive by the Allies, 


and begins by ruling that not a scrap 
of food or forage, beyond ration lim- 
itations, shall be consumed. 

The document admits that. the 
rations are ‘‘ lacking’ in variety,’’ and 
calls on the troops to ‘* exploit the oc- 
cupied.-territory and thereby relieve 
the homeland from sending us sup- 
phes.’’ It warns the commanders to 
pay no attention to demands of their 
men for ‘‘ more or better’’ rations, 
adding that ‘‘ the intelligence of the 
soldiers must be aroused by the words 
and example of their leaders to under- 
stand the restrictions and the self-de- 
nial necessary to bring the war to a 
victorious end and bring about, a Ger- 
man peace.’’ ° 

-The order says: ‘‘ Now and during 
the coming weeks the crops on the 
territory. .occupied and conquered 
must be harvested. Vast stretches of 
land and huge fields under good cul- 
tivation promise us a rich haryest.’’ 

It adds that extreme measures must 
be taken and that it must be remem- 
bered in allotting the billeting of the 
area: that it should be done so as to 
overcome the labor shortage. In other 
words; ‘the units that were resting 
were to have robbed the lands of crops 
planted by the:French peasants. 

In this connection it was ordered 


‘that - “‘ every available man’ must be

Red Guards from German Frontier 
Being Hurried Against Czechs 
and Allied Aid Is Slow. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—From sources fa- 
miliar with the Russian situation in its 
many phases was obtained today the 
following summary of present conditions, 
based. on the latest authentic informa- 
tion: 

The Bolshevist Government, if it can 
be described as such, is deadly afraid of 


the Czech movement, and fs using every 
means to overthrow it before outside 
help reaches its leaders. Lenine and 
Trotzky are believed to have made a 
secret agreement with the Germans which 
will‘ permit them to withdraw all the Red 
forces from the German border, so that 
their hands may ‘be free to deal with the 
Czéchs on the Voiga. It is known that 
a-great number of Russian organizations 
have joined the Czechs, and the peasants 
throughout a large part of Little Russia 
are supporting them, but this assistance 
is sporadic, -ill-armed, -and not to be 
relied on in a military. sense. 

There can-be no doubt that toward the 
south of Lake Beikal the Czech forces 
are very hard pressed, and their position 
calls most earnestly for. assistance in 
munitions and food. The army com- 
manded by. General Semenoff has suf- 
fered grave reverses; while he- himself 
seems hardly to command the confidence. 
of the other Czech leaders. The outcome 
of this division of parties deprives the 
embryo Russian Republic of real co- 
herence and the power of concerted 
movement, ‘but arhong its prominent 
figures.

BANKS READY FOR LIBERTY LOAN. 

THE ANNALIST makes a calculation 
of the resources of all banks just as 
the Controller of ‘the Currency makes 
a similar statement of the condition 
of the national banks. The resources 
of 28,111 banks total over forty  bill- 
ions, having increased.from twenty- 
nine billions in 1916 hy something 
over five billions in each of the two 
years 1916 and 1917. The Control- 
ler’s statement refers especially to 

profits and soundness of condition. 
For the first half of 1918 the profits 
increased over last year $62,448,000, 
to 20 per cent. on the total capital of 
all national banks, surpassing all 
Frecords. ‘These unprecedented earn- 
ings have -been accompanied by “a 
“radical reduction in interest. rates 
“in all parts of the country, and the 
“ practical extinction of the barbar- 
“ous usury which until recently was 
“being charged by some banks in 
“certain sections.” 

That the prosperity of the banks 
has not tempted their officers into 
unwise ventures appears from the 
fact that thus far in 1918 there has 
not been a single national bank fail- 
ure. Only once has this record been 
equaled, ahd during the same time 
there were twenty-two failures of 
other banking institutions in fourteen 
States. During the year preceding 
the last statement of national banks, 
on June 29, their resources had in- 
creased $1,688,000,000, to nearly 
eighteen billions, or to a value ex- 
ceeding that of all the gold mined in 
the. world since the discovery of 
America. - During /that year deposits 
increased $1,249, 060, 000 and loans in- 
creased $808,000,000. It is apparent 
that the deposits are not of the sort 
which are created by the granting of 
loans to depositors and credits to 
them on the books ofthe banks. To 
the extent at least of the excess of 
the increase ‘of deposits over loans, 
they must have been derived from the 
resources of depositors, that is from 
profits, or wages, or economies. It 
is not surprising that the holdings of 
Government bonds are over two 
billions. That is an incredse of over 
a billion in a year, but a decrease of 
$540,738,000 since May 10, the date 
of the previous report. At that rate 
of decrease, the‘ decks of the banks 
will be fairly well cleared for the 
next Liberty Loan in. September. 

It might be thought that this rec- 
ord of facts was good enough, but it 
is small compared with the theoret- 
ical capacity for expansion of the 
banks’ activities. The reserves are 
so ample that if they were utilized 

as they might be our credit capacity 
might be called illimitable. It is cer- 
tainly larger than the, total of the 
Liberty Loans, including the forth- 
coming one. If the acceptance sys-| 
tem and the Federal Reserve note is- 
sues were utilized by both national 
and State banks, credit inflation of 
some forty billions would be possible. 
This is stimulating to confidence be- 
cause it is theoretical and is not 
being practiced. On the contrary, 
credit is being rationed as though it 
were scarce. There is no sign that 
either State or national banks are 
intoxicated by their strength,. The 
country is passing from organization 
for peace to organization for war 
without strain, and with growth of

ALL BUT UNANIMOUS. 

After many adjournments and some 
clanking of the Prussian sabre, the 
Finhish Diet has at last voted for a 
monarchy, some weeks after the Ger- 
man monarch had been selected in 
Berlin. This decision to make a king- 
dom out of a State which was once a 
Grand Duchy, and which ‘the same 
Diet had declared a Republic no longer 
ago than last September, was put 
through by the vote of 58 of the Diet’s 
200 members. Ninety-eight. others, 
including all but one of the 92 Social- 
, had been ordered to. stay away, 
after preliminary discussions had 
shown what they sib ripe bout the 
proposal. 

But why did they spare the other 44 
who voted against it in the final ses- 
sion? Either some: parliamentary: pur- 
ist felt that it was necessary to have 
@ quorum present or the 44 could not 
quite swallow a German monarchy 
when it came to the test. In either 
event, it shows how much actual sup- 
port there is among the Finnish people 
for the course into which they have 
been forced by the Svinhufvud Gov- 
ernment and the German army which 
that Government invited in. 


TIME-WORN STATEMENTS. 

Miss Mary GARRETT Hay, Chairman 
of the New York City Suffragist Party, 
says that “ the open letter of the Wo- 
“men Voters’ Anti-Suffrage Party to 
“ President WILson is a mere repeti- 
“tion of time-worn statements with- 
“ out foundation, and deductions from 
“ false premises.” That is a conven- 
ient and a summary, if évasive, 
method of dodging unpleasant: facts. 
The anti-suffragists, perplexed to find 
what the passage of the Federal -Suf- 
frage Amendment has to do with the 
war wagéd to make’the world safe for 
democracy, dwell on the absolutely 
undemocratic methods of its advo- 
cates. ‘“ We have had enough of ap- 
“ pealing to the individual voter with 
“a secret ballot,” says Mrs. Ipa 
HusTED HARPER. “ We propose to 
“force suffrage upon them through a 
“Federal amendment.” ~“ Legisla- 
tures,” says The Woman Voter, “ are 
“more sensitive politically to party 
“ dictation, party political debts, and 
“business interests than are the 
“ voters.” 

Again and again the suffragists 
have shown their contempt for the in+ 
dividual voter, for the people. Thus 
the people of Nebraska, by a majority 
of ten thousand, said they did not 
want woman suffrage. Then the fem- 
inists wheedled the Legislature into 
passing a woman suffrage law. In 
North Dakota, Michigan, and Ohio 
the same falsification of the popular 
will, the same denial of democracy 
was manifested. Now the same ar- 
dent anti-democrats are trying to ‘ca- 
jole or club Congress into passing this 
amendment to force woman suffrage 
upon various States against the will 
of their inhabitants. The ‘best thing 
that the Anthonians can do is to cover 
up their tracks, try and make the 
country forget that they are not dem- 
ocrats but manipulators of small 
bodies of men, and take good pains 
not to answer unanswerable argu- 
ments. .

Complaints as to the 
quality of the. mail 
service to and from 
the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in 
France continue to be numerous—about 
as numerous, indeed, as are the sol- 
diers on ‘the other side and their rela- 
tives and. friends in this country. Of 
these complaints, only a minute fraction 
come to what might be called public 
notice, in print or otherwise. If they 
were all published, the newspapers 
would have space for little else, and 
that the great majority of them never 
pass beyond narrow family circles is 
due, presumably, to the feeling on the 
part of most people that the Govern-

circumstances of enormous difficulty, 
and that, after all, it has more impor- 
tant things to do, just now, than to 
carry mail. \ 

Such considerateness is commendable, 
of course, but the fact remains that it 
is the duty of the Post Office Depart- 
ment to solve the problem which the 
war has brought upon it, not to present 
excuses for not solving the problem, 
and while the Government has on its 
hands tasks that rank in importance 
above that of giving quick dispatch to 
soldier letters, it is not therefore jus- 
tified in neglecting that. one. 

All the military authorities agree 
that to maintain the morale of the men 
in the field and of the civilians at home 
is as essential to success, to winning 
the war, as is keeping up the supply of 
ammunition and food at the front. 
They also agree that morale at both 
ends of the line is seriously affected 
when letters move with what seems to 
be unreasonable slowness and moré 
than a few of them never arrive at all. 
Tales of American mail lying in France 
in ‘piles as large as a house,’’ un- 
sorted and unguarded, may be false, 
and probably are exaggerations. They 
may even be German propaganda in one 
of its innumerable forms. But such 
tales. are believed, and they cause deep 
resentment. The very best refutation of 
them would be an immediate improve- 
ment of* ‘the mail service for both let- 
ters and newspapers. 


In a time like this, 
when major woes so 
lamentably abound, 
there is only one ex- 
cuse for talking about 
minor ills—it distracts the mind from 
too persistent contemplation of the big 
troubles, like taxes, pacifists, and sub- 
marines. Hence, and hence enly, is 
there a sort of justification for a mourn- 
ful ululation. over the recent deteriora- 
tion in the quality of matches, particu- 
larly those of the almost universally 
used .kind called ‘‘ safety.’’ 4 

Once, and not so long ago, these 
matches were. good and cheap, no mat- 
ter whence they came.

Cannot ,some means be found to de- 
feat this threatened spoliation of Bat- 
tery Park, so replete with natural charm 
and. historic associations? 

It seems to me that if the Government 
is successful in diverting this oasis of 
New York’s teeming millions, this play+ 
ground and breathing spot of the humble 
toilers, to some purpose other than its 
original design, its success will be due 
almost entirely to the universal desire 
of the admirers of the President and 
his Administration to give him every- 
thing he, or it,.asks for to help to win 
the war; and perhaps in great measure 
to the fear of the city’s representatives, 
and the press, that if tkey hold back, or 
protest, at the spoliation, they will all 
be considered, and condemned, as foes 
of the President and, by the same token, 
friends of the Kaiser. 

We have had during the present Ad- 
ministration many instances of the un- 
alterable tenacity of the President and 
of some of his Cabinet to ideas emanat- 
ing from them, which, to put it mildly, 
were not acceptable to the. common 
sense and good taste of the people, but 
they were rvshed through regardless of 
criticism or appeals of even the Presi- 
dent’s. supporters. And I greatly fear 
that the inherent power of the Govern- 
ment may, in the case under discussion, 
prove to be the undoing of this beauti- 
ful, historic, and healthgiving park. _ 

Now, if the surrender by New York of 
all her parks fromthe Battery to Spuy- 
ten Duyvil would surely win the war and 
restore to mankind ‘‘ peace and good- 
will on earth,’’ I doubt if there could be 
found one sane person who would not 
give them up freely. But I scarcely be- 
lieve that .onensane sperson,.could --be 
found who believes “that. the Surfendér 
of Battery Park would contribute in any 
sense to actually winning the war. 
This might be a contributing element 
to that end if there were no other loca- 
tion for the housing ofthe workers re- 
quired in the administrative depart- 
ments to be transferred to this city. If 
there were no Battery Park at all, other 
quarters would be readily secured; so 
that Battery Park is not really neces- 
sary for the requirements of the trans- 
ferred departmental activities. Other 
suitable and commodious quarters can 
be found, and this course should be 
pursued instead of tearing away from 
the loving protection of New York its 
“little ewe lamb ’”’ so dear to the weary 
and humble worker.

Osborn Limits Himeelf to ‘Two Pre- 


Primary Speeches,- and Smith 
Will Make None. 


Attorney General ‘Merton E. Lewis ac- 
cused Governor. Whitman yesterday. of 
dodging the issues of the primary cam- 
paign by keeping silent on the various 
questions in ‘which he said the Repub- 
lican voters were interested. He called 
upon :the Governor particularly to ex- 
plain his position regarding prohibition 
and agricultural: legislation. He also 
dared the Governor to deny that‘he was 
receiving the support of Willfam R. 
Hearst,.and demanded again to know 
what the Governor had discussed’ with 
Arthur Brisbane, chief of the Hearst 
editorial forces, at a recent. meeting at 
the Hotel St. Regis. 

‘It apparently is vacation time for 
Governor Whitmen,’’ commented Mr. 
iLewis. “He seems not to be working. 
Rarely during the last few weeks has 
the public heard anything from him. In 
other years the dally newspaper which 
did not_carry a speech from Governor 
Whitman, delivered before some or- 
ganization or society, was a curiosity. 
Doubtless his silence is due to the fact 
that this is campeign time. He is seek- 
ing a renomination, or perhaps-I might 
better say. a nomination, for a third 
term for the office of Governor. 

“‘ Apparently, too, the Governor feels 
that there is nothing of particular in- 
terest to be said in this campaign. He 
wants a renomination, and realizes that 
with the army of office holders at his 
command, devoted to his cause and de- 
pendent upon him for continuance in 
place, and for the opportunity of draw- 
ing their salaries. from the public treas- 
ury, he can afford to remain silent.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12:—If the vot- 
ers of ‘the eighteen INinois district 
elect ‘‘ Uncle Joe’’ Cannon for a twen- 
ty-second term in Congress next .No- 
vember, he will have equalled ’a record 
achieved by only one other in point of 
congressional service.

Enactment Called Essential. 

In explaining the reasons for expand- 
ing the draft ages, Senator Chamber- 
lain said:

FORBIDS SELLING | 
SHIPS TO FOREIGNERS 


Recent Amendments to Federal 
Law Put Into Effect by Presi- 
dential Proclamation. 





Special to The New York Times. 

Washington, Aug. 13.—Through a 
Presidential proclamation: issued today, 
foreigners will henceforth be unable ‘to 
obtain. control of American shipping or 
shipyards. The proclamation puts into 
effect the recent amendment to the 
Shipping Act. Edward N. Hurley, 
Chairman of the Shipping Board, made 
the following explanation: 

“The new act provides that during 
war or national emergency proclaimed 
by the President itis a criminal offense 
to sell, mortgage, lease or deliver- an 
American ship to a foreigner, without 
the consent of the Shipping Board, or to 
make any agreément by which control 
of a ship is turned over to a foreigner. 
The prohibition applies not only to com- 
pleted ships, but to ships under con- 
struction. 

‘Tt is also made illegal, ‘without the 
Board’s consent, to make any contract 
for ship construction for fvureign ac- 
count, unless the contract expressly pro- 
vides that construction of the ship shall 
not begin until after the war or emer- 
gency has ended. Shipyards cannot be 
transferred to foreigners without the 
consent of the Shipping Board.”’ 

There are provisions in the act which 
will prevent ‘all attempts to evade the 
ship-transfer sections of the law by 
means of dummy directors and stock- 
holders in corporations nominally Amer- 
ican but actually dominated by foreign- 
ers, Mr. Hurley said. 

Eastern shipbuilders will meet next 
Tuesday in Philadelphia at the request 
of Mr. Hurley to speed the merchant 
fleet now being turned out in Eastern 
yards. Special efforts probably will be 
made to have the wooden shipbuilders 
increase their work.

DR.LUTHERH.GULICK. 
EDUCATOR, IS DEAD 


Former: Director of Physical 
Training in-New York Schools, 
Expires in Maine Camp. 


NOTED FOR HIS LECTURES 
——_—__—- 
He Recently Returned from France, 
‘Where He Made a Moral Survey 
of Expeditionary Forces. 


SOUTH CASCO, Me., Aug: 13.—Dr. 
Luther Halsey Gulick, educator and au- 
thor, of New York, died at his camp 
here today. He was 52 years old. 


Dr. Gdlich ‘wen born in Honolulu, H. 
i., and was educated at Oberlin College, 
Harvard, and New York -University. 
He was recognized as an authority upon 
physical training in the public schools 
and the author of many books on this 
subject. A series of lectures at the St. 
Louis Exposiion in 1904 won him inter- 
national recognition as an expert in such 
matters. He was Chairman of the In- 
ternational Committee on Physical Rec- 
reation of the War Work Council of the 
Y. M. GC. A. until he had to give it up 
on account of his health. 

Dr. Gulick held a large number of im- 
portant positions and took part’in a 
number of movements looking to the de- 
velopment of the physical being. He 
was physical director ‘of the Y. M. C. A. 
at Jackson, Mich., in 1886, and from 
that year until 1903 he was Superin- 
tendent of the Department of Physical 
Training of the Y. M. C. A. at Spring- 
field, Mass., and while there was one of 
the originators of the game of basket 
ball. He was editor of Physical Educa- 
tion, 1801-96; editor Association Out- 
look, 1897-1900; Secretary American As- 
sociation for Advancement of Physical 
Education, 1892-93; Principal of High 
School of Pratt Institute, 1900-03. 
~He came to New York in 1903 as di- 
rector of physical training in the public 
schools, remaining in this position until 
1908. He was director of the Department 
of Child Hygiene, Russell Sage Founda- 


tion, 1907-13; President Camp Fire Girls 
from January, 1913, to the time of his 
death; editor Physical Education Re- 
view 1901-03, President Amreican Phys- 
ical Education Association 1903, Vice 
President Y. M. C. A. Athletic League 
of North America 1903-06, Fellow New 
York Academy Medicine, Fellow A. A. 
A. S., and President’ Playground Asso- 
ciation of America, in the founding, of 
which he had a leading part. 

Hes was Secretary of the Public 
Schools Athletic League of New York 
1903-08, President Public School Phys- 
ical Training Society, lecturer on 
school hygiene, wersonal hygiene, phys- 
ical training and play, New York Uni- 
versity, 1906; member Olympic Games 
Committee, Athens, 1906; London, 1908; 
United States delegate second Interna- 
tional Congress on School Hygiene, 
London, 1907; received from Y. M. C. 
A. Training School, Springfield, Mass., 
degree of Master of Physical Educa- 
tion; consultant of Hospital for Defor- 
mities and Joint Diseases, and member 
of Permanent Committee International 
Congress of School Hygiene. 

Dr. Gulick reeently returned from 
France, where he made a moral survey 
of the American Expediionary Force 
for the Y. M. C. A. The funeral will be 
= in Springfield, Mass., next Thurs- 
ay. 


COURT ACTION HALTS” 
GAS PRICE INCREASE 


Justice Benedict Believes That 
Hughes Erred in Some of His 
Opinion as Referee. 





The move of the gas companies to 
raise the price of gas to $1.25 met with 
a setback yesterday when Justice Bene- 
dict of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn 
decided to issue an injunction perma- 
nentlyrestraining the Brooklyn Borough 
Gas Company from charging more than 
95 cénts for gas in the Thirty-first Ward 
of the Borough of Brooklyn until it has 
been established by proceedings before 
the Public Service Commission that a 
higher rate had. been rendered reason- 
able, lawful, and necessary. 

“I have carefully read the opinion of 
Judge Hughes,”’ declared Justice Bene- 
dict, ‘‘and although I have great re- 
spect for ‘his legal ability as well as for 
his many other qualifications. I cannot 
agree with some of his conclusions. I 


believe he has ftalien into error, which, 
in a carefully prepared opinion, I will 
point out, and also for what reasons I 
disagree with him.’ 

Justice Benedict indicated that he 
would hand down an opinion within a 
day or two. He intimated that, a de- 
pistes rendered by the Court of Appeals 
in the case of the Municipal Gas Com- 
pany of Albany had been improperly 
applied by the referee to the Brooklyn 
Gas Company case.

NEW MILEAGE BOOKS 
_ READY: NEXT WEEK 


Good on All Roads at 3 Cents a 
 Mile—Freight Rate  Re- 
“piston Continues. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Passenger 
mileage books, interchangeable and good 
on any railroad, will be placed on sale 
a week from today. They will be ac- 
cepted in payment of passenger fares 
on trains, in exchange for tickéts and 
for extra baggage charges, Two books 
are being prepared—one with 1,000 cou- 
Pons, each coupon worth 3 centsor one 
mile -of travel, to be sold for $30, with 
the addition of 40 war tax collected 
when. the book bought, and another 
with 500 coupons, selling for $15, with 
$1.20 additional war tax. 

Hach book is to be transferable and 
may be used for any number of pas- 
sengers at the same time. ‘Travelers 
may Present these books to conductors 
on trains if they wish, but are advised 
to have the mileage script exchanged 
for tickets between points where. there 
are long and short routes in order to 
gain advantage of the shortest distance 


and lowest cnacee. 

Railroad Administration officials de- 
cided not to make the mileage script ac- 
ceptable for -Pullman charges because 
the war tax on berths or parlor car 
seats is 10 per cent. or 2 per cent. higher 
than on pa "tse gd fares. This would 
anes complicated the collection of war 

xes. 

Freight rate revisiops to be made con- 
tinuously by the Railroad Administra- 
tion, in the future will be ordered on 
the ‘principle that the railroads should 
remove fundamental injustices and not 
only the inequalities and new differen- 
tials arising out, of the 25 per cent. rate 
advance. 

This pene explained today by Director 
General McAdoo, means that thousands 
of shippers. are free to protest to the 
Railroad Administration’s Traffic Com- 
mittee against systems of rates in ef- 
fect before the Government took charge 
of the railways, and to’ press. their 
claims for adjustments which will re- 
move discriminations favoring compet- 
a localities or plants., Rate experts 
admit the existence of innumerable 
cases of discrimination which business 
interests have not brought to the atten- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

This policy of the Railroad Adminis- 
tration is also considered as significant 
as leading eventually to establishment 
of. rate systems on a scientific .rather 
than competitive basis.

COTTON MEN TESTIFY 


AT FEDERAL HEARING 


Contend That Government's De- 
mand for High-Grade Product 
Causes Disparity in Prices. 


An informal public hearing was held 
yesterday in-the board room of the 
New. York Cotton’ Exchange by ¢g. J: 
Brand of the Bureau of Markets of the 
Department of Agrictulture, which some 
time ago ordered an investigation into 
the subject of cotton prices, with par-’ 
ticular reference to the disparity which 
has prevailed during this and the last 
season between the price for cotton on 
the spot and the price of contracts for. 
future delivery of cotton. This dis- 
parity has been the subject of consider- 
able complaint both by manufacturers 
and cotton growers, the former com- 
Plaining that it has handicapped them: 
in securing their supplies, and the latter 
that it is préjudicial to the marketing 
of their. crop. 

“The investigation is not, of course, 
limited to the local exchange,” said Mr.. 
Brand. ‘‘The Complaints against ex- 
changes have been very acute recently,. 
especially in the South. Nothing revo- 
lutionary is contemplated, but we are 
looking for a basis of facts on which to 
recommend reforms.”’ 

‘ Walter L. Johnson, President of the 
New York Exchange, then explained the 
qualifications of membership. Mr.-Brand 
asked if floor dealers, who afterwards 
began to carry~contracts for their own 
account,. were required to inform the 
Exchange of this addition to their regu- 
lar brokerage business. Mr. Johnson 
said if they ak the consent of three 
members they might trade in futures. 
Much wauld depend, of course, he sai 
on their financ trength and ,reputa- 
tion in business. 

Several members of the Cotton Ex- 
chan and visiting cotton men made 
brief statements of their views, for 
which they were thanxed by Mr. Brand. 
The consensus of opinion seemed to
